The increase during 
the 8 decade has been 277,011—the 
largest actual gain Kentucky hag ever 
made during any ten years since her first 
settlement. This gain is distributed among 
about eighty counties. Of the’ remaining 
thirty-five, six are new counties, tormed 
since 1860 out of territory then included 
in other counties: Their formation will 
account for thé decrease of ‘population in 
some fitteen others; About fourteen have 
fallen off from other causes. 

Some counties have decreased because 
the abolition of slavery has induced many 
negroes and not a few whites to migrate 
to the cities and towns located on rivegs 
and railroads. Paris, Lexington, Frank- 
fort and other cities have grown by acces- 
sions from the rural population of their 
own and the surrounding counties. The 
net increase of Jefferson county, including 
Louisville, is 29,531. But the population 
Ol Loumvine was 68,085 Iu 1860, and is 
now 100,732—showing an increase of 
32,699-——while the population of Jefferson 
county, without the city, was 21,371 in 
1860, and is-now but 18,208, showing a 
decrease of 3,168. 

It would be instructiye. to trace the 
movi ments of the different classes of our 
population and their relative increase, and 
toshow what localities have gained most 
by immigration trom abroad; but this can- 
net be accurately shown until all the sta- 
tistical tables of the ‘ninth census are com- 
pleted. It is easy, however, to detect a 
visible decline in the agricultural popala- 
tion ot some ot our most tertile and weal- 
thy counties, while some of the poorer dis- 
tricts have become much more populous. 
Estill and Greenup, with their iron fur- 
naces, but poor soil; Ballard, Graves, Gray- 
sob, Hart, Johnson, Webster and other 
counties without growing cities, have in- 
creased large'y, while Woodford, Scott, 
Henry, Shelby and Mercer have fallen of. 
Ot the aggregate increase twenty-one 
ceugties furnish 101,769, as follows: Jet- 
ferson, 29,531; Kenton, 11,668; Ballard,

Detecting Murder With a Microscope 
—The Case ot a Murdered Michigan 
Banker. 

The Field- Vanderpool murder case in Mich- 
igap, now on ite second trial, is one of the 
most remarkable cases io the criminal his- 
tory of that State. Herbert Field was a na- 
tive of Lewiston, Me., and twenty-one years 
of age at the time of bis death.
